Booth's rirst Appearance 
tlie Stage. 


Edwin Booth's first appearance on the 
regular stage was made Sept. 10, 1849 
at the Boston Museum, in tto little part 
of Tressil, in Gibber's version of "Bich- 
ard in." Juniug Brutus Booth hig 
father—tho rival of Edmund Kean, and 
puo of the greatest tragedians that ever 
hvod—was then keeping an engagement 
at the Museum, nnd Edwin was in at- 
tendance on him as dresser. Tressil had 
been cost to the prompter of the theater- 
but it chanced that this person wished 
to avoid tho duty of acting it, and that 
ho succeeded in persuading Edwin to 
undertake it. 
This arrangement was 


mode without the elder Booth's knowl- 
edge, and Jao only became aware of it by 
reading in tho play-bill the announce- 
ment of his son's first appearance, duly 
underlined. "Fool!" was all he said 
when he road this announcement: and 
this remark was not understood to sig- 
nify encouragement. When the night 
came, and Edwin had dressed hia father 
for Gloster, and himself for Tressil, the 
eccentric parent—who, beneath an out- 
ward aspect of indifference, loved this 
son with tho fondest anection—took a 
chair, lit a cigar, and, viewing the youth 
witli a critical eye, made this inquiry, 
"Do you know that you are supposed to 
have been rising hard and far?"
